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pretty reddiſh colour, leayes and flowers ſcented like 
the wild and fingle kind.

Roſes are increaſed by inoculating the buds of chem 
in other ſtocks, or by laying dowathe branches in the 
earth, beſt ſtocks to inoculare upon, which muſt be done 
2bout Midfurmer, are the Damask, White, Francford, 
the wild Eglancine. 

All ſtocks of budded roſes muſt be kept from ſuckers, 
and the buds inoculated as near the ground as may be, 
that after one years growth, the budded lance may be 
laid in the earth to root ; firſt prick abour a joynt that 
will lye in the Earth many holes with an awl, and then 


ſo pegged down and thar ir riſe not again, if water'd 
now and then in dry ſeafons, by Autuma will be ſo 
roored as to be removed, and cut from irs other part 
behind the' roots, and becomes & natural Tree, one 
whereof is worth two others that are only budded or 
grafred, for that every Sucker that comes from them 
will be of the ſame kind. 

Bur iince all Roſes are apt to yield Suckers,therefore 
the fureſt way to increaſe any, 1s gently to bend down

Plints be fine and tender, then pur Sheep or Cowes 
dung, Deer or Aſics dung into the water ; the worſe 
the ground and more barren, be ſure to put in the 
more Dung. Take care you water no Plants with 
ſtanding ſtinking Dicch warer, nor no water thar 
ſtrnketh; for ſwcer water, { not too clear ) and freſh 
mould (not muſty or rainted by ſtinking weeds) is as 
proper for tender Plants, as ſweet and good food, 
warm and clean lodging, for render and fine bred 
perſons. 

Rain water is very good if not too long kept, bur 
if your Veflel be large, che oftner you ſtir it the lon» 
ger it wil keep ſweet. | 

Large and Navigable Rivers, that receive much ſoil! 
by waſhing ſtreets, and the many finks that run into 
ir, and which by its own motion doth cleanſe it ſelf 
from that which 1s noxious, both to man and pants, 
is an excellent water for all ſorts of plants. 

The larger ttie Ponds be, the better the water 15 for 
Plants, the opener to the Sun the better, the more 
motion they have, by Horſes waſhing in them, or 
Geeſe and Ducks ſwimming, *tis ſo much the better. 

Water all ſeeds with the ſmalleft or rain-like drops 
you can, and not too much at a time or to fiercely, 
leſt you diſcover them. | 

For Flowers and Plants whoſe leaves lie on the 
ground, water them at fome diftarce, by making a 
hollow Circle about the plant and pouring water 1nco 
ir, by whith means yoa avoid annoying the — 
diſcolouring water, or chilling the roots by roo ſuG# 
dain coldnefs. me:

To krow the particular Flowers that will al- 
ter for the beſt, 


Experience gives us this Truth, that ſuch Flowers 
as differ in number of leaves, in ſhape, in colours 5 
che Seeds of ſuch will produce Flowers much differenr 
from the ordinary kind of Flowers, tho produced all 
of one Flower but a vear or two hefore : Nay, a pare 
ticular Flower among many orher of one Plant, ſhall 
bring more double ones, rhan rwenty others that are 
not qualified as it; and is, or ought to. be known © 
all char raiſe Flowers; as for Example, the Stock- 
Gillyflower that hath five, fix or more leaves, the 
Seed of ſuch a particular Flower or Flowers, will pro» 
duce more double ones, than thoſe Plants that bring

forth bur four lcayes, quantircy for quantity of Seed, 
rwenty for one. This Flower indeed ſhews ic more 
than any other I know ; for having no Thrum in the 
middle as many others have, Nature hath given ir this 
fign to inform us, that thoſe that have a leaf or leaves 
added to it more than its uſual kind, will bring forth 
thoſe with many leaves, and make a fine double 
Flower ; which when ir hach atrain'd to, ic then is 
come to the bounds of Narure, ir never beareth Seeds 
more, bur by endeavouring, blows ir ſelf ro death. 

If you be curious, as Floriſts ought to be, you may 
obſerve the {ame Rule in ſeveral other Flowers that 
have no Thrum in the middle; as Aurijcula's, Prim- 
roſes, Wall-flawers, Campians , &rc. When you 
find one or more leaves th:n your ordinary number, 
you may conclude, their Nature hath ſer one ſtep 
forward in altering from the ordinary kind ; There a 
Lever of Plants ſhould be diligent, and whenſoever 
you ſee your Miſtreſs Nature, (for Floriſts are her 
Servants ) ſtep our of door, ( like Gentle-man-Utlher) 
wait upon her to her journeys end ; 'For 'tis on che 
diligent ſhe beſtows her favours. Thoſe Flowers al- 
ſo which bear Seeds when double, as rhe Gillytlower , 
African, (Fc. ſowing the Seeds of ſuch double Flow- 
ers, they will bring you more and better flowers, a 
hundred to one than ſingle ones; and in ſowing the 
Seed of ſuch, you ſhall haye ſcveral varieties, but 
moſt marked with the colour of the Mother-P:anr , 
and ſome of theſe will run as it were beyond the 1j- 
mits of Nature, and then they will break, or have 
Pods in the middle, and then never bear ſeed more. 
July-flowers have alto their ſign, which will bear Seed 
and which will not + Thoſe that will bring ſeed (if 
weather and other accidents hinder not ) have their

The Artificial Bog is made by digirg a hole in any 
ANif Clay ground; or there may be Clay brought 1n, 
and laid ro bit:d the Hole or Pir, in the bo.rom or 
floor, and the fides likewiie, ſo thick, that che moi- 
ſture may not be able ro ger through; and flld with 
ſuch Earth and Water, (tho I woula have the Earch 
richer) as may make a like confiftence ro the Bog 
where the Plants you ſer in it did at fi:ft and natural- 
iy grow.

"Nature uſually provides this way of propagation, 
without the Wir or Induſtry of. Man called to her a. 
Hiſtance; bur that notgenerally in all Plants,nor always 
tm any one; therefore well worth learning of thoſe 
ha delight in Gardens, to know any means to er 
hrge this way of propagation beyord the bounds it is 
carried-to by. Nature's courſe. And it is done by ba 
ring the Roots of Plams of woody ſubſtance, andthen 
making a Cut of the ſame fafhion with chat whic h is 
made in Layings, not towards bur ſromwards the 
Plant : Into this Clift a Stone mult be pur, or ſome - 
thing that will make the Root gape, and the parr cut 
ſtand upwards: Then cover che Root over three 
Inches wich light Mould, abd the Lip that was lifred 
vp- will ſprout imo; Branches, cho Root of: the old 
Tree nouriſhing it:: When the Branches are grown, 
cur of. this Plant with irs Roots ro live of ics ſelf; if 
you can, leave ar Eye on the Lip of your Root, 
which you afcer incifion- lifc up, and the Branches 
will the more ſpeedily and certainly iffae out of the 
Root ſo cur: This-is called ſtarting a Root, It Buk 
bous- Roots, Berarics makes: Off-ſers: thus 3. If (ſays.

HE HoteBed is thus made, 1n ſome convenient 

place In your Nurſery, open to the Sun, and ſo 
as thar freſh dung may be laid up to every fide when 
grown cold ro heat 1t again. ler your Hotſe- dung, 
be thrown up in one corner of ycur Stable, till you 
have a quantiry ſufficient and proporcionable ro the 
length and bigneis of your Bcd, intended to be 
made, which muſt be futable co the quantity of ſeeds 
you have to ſow ont. 

Ler ſtakes be Enocked into the ground four foot a- 
funder, ar cach exd in breadrh, the length ar your 
pleaſure and occaſion, fill up both ends anc 1:des with 
flakes a Yard above ground. about a Foot aſunder, 


and wind them round with Rods. or Ropes made of | 


Hay cr Straw, then fil] it with Horſe-dung and wer 
Liccer, two Foot high ſutably and tread it equally 
cloſe and hard down, then raiſe jt two Foor higher 
wich the ſame kind of new Horſe-dung, which tread 
as the former, the whole of an equal hardneſs ; thus 
do, til irs Yard high ar leaſt, after well trod, let 
icme Boards, or board Laths be laid round on the 
rop edgewiſle, to keep in the rich fifted earth, rhatis 
to be latd over your Bed four Inches thick, thac ofan 
o1d Hor-Bed well rotted, or the beſt mould vou can 
get; put ſmall Poles, or Hazel Rods, archwile over it, 
the ends ſtuck in on each fide, for the ſupporting of 
Mats.
